Americans at a meeting in Tomlin­ 
son Hall Sunday 
afternoon 
under 
the auspices of the Indiana Asso­ 
ciation of Colored Men. 
The affair 
was a Lincoln-Douglass 
memorial 
arranged by the 
association, 
and 
was nonpolitical. 
James E. Watson, candidate 
for 
the Republican nomination for Uni­ 
ted States senator, and Robert H. 
Terrill, municipal judge at Washing­ 
ton, D. C., were the speakers. 
Mr. 
Terrill received his appointment in 
Washington under former President 
Roosevelt and is serving his fourth 
term. 
Mr. Watson spoke on Lin­ 
coln and Mr. Terrill spoke on Doug­ 
lass. 
The life of Lincoln was traced 
from his birth in Kentucky, through 
the few years that he spent in In­ 
diana, his career and life in Illinois, 
particularly in 
Sangamon 
county, 
his ability gs a lawyer, his meager 
schooling and finally his trying ad­ 
ministration as 
President 
of 
the 
^United States. 
Mr. 
Watson 
said 
f t o r W sBritwh ambassador to the 
United States told him recently in 
Washington that he 
considered 
a 
letter written by Lincoln to a wo­ 
man who had lost five sons in the 
civil war to be the

perfect 
piece of English that he ever had 
read.

tellect burning." 
Interesting 
was 


the picture of Mars Hill, where it is 
n»id. Paul made his address to the 
Athenians. 
And showing the 
old 


iw'k-hewn theatres, where the open 
'mr plays were 
then 
given. 
Mrs. 


Brown commented that "while 
the 


Greeks sat here for a 
whole 
day 


seeing the four 
plays 
that 
were 


staged, they too could look out upon 
the beauty of the sky and hills." 


And showing the gate of Hadrian, 


the Discus Thrower, the Parthenon, 
Apolla Belvidere. and a 
number of 


other of the temples and wonderful 
figures, Mrs. 
Brown dwelt upon the 


rest fulness in the simplicity, the sin- 
certy and the harmony of the lines 
and art and, bringing it down to our 
own lives, the content and satisfac- 
tion it puts into our own souls. Ta- 
king it to the heighth, which is llus- 
trated in 
Augustus 
Caesar. 
Mrs. 


Brown commented upon the Roman 
imitations of l)ie Greek, then 
the 


Greek-Roman art and finally upon 
'tlie decadence, due to the departure 
from the simplicity and naturalness 
that characterized the early sclup- 
tors. 
For this conception of har- 


mony and simplicity, 
Mrs. 
Brown 


gave credit to 
predominating fac- 


tors, religion and education. 


The education of that time was 


the same type of broader education 
that we are now striving for^ the 
education not only of mind, but of 
soul and body, as well. 


"Not only are these sculptures in- 


spirations to the artist, but to life 
itself. 
And through them we learn, 


life is not a thing of repression but 
of expression. 
These statutes do 


not stand in the galleries, lint 
live 


and are for the poorest and hum- 
blest to enjoy and to realize that 
art is life. Keats has truly express- 
ed my feeling for Greek art in say- 
ing a thing of beauty is a joy for- 
ever."
